Stearns envisions an eventual 


enrollment in the state-operated 
program of 600 corpsmen. He 
also hopes the Ecology Corps 
will become a "carbon copy" of 
President 
Franklin 
D. 


Roosevelt's 
Civilian 
Con- 


servation 
Corps 
which 


developed much of the national 
park system. 


"This would offer much hope 


for the future of our park system 
since we could spend propor- 
tionally more time on our long- 
range improvement projects 
and less on emergencies," 
Stearns said. 


The program has encountered 


some public concern that the 
young men are living like 


convicts and that the corps is 
just an alternate method of 
being 
"conscripted" 
into 


government service. 


But Stearns says he's received 


inquiries from 20 states in- 
terested in starting their own 
corps. 


There also has been some 


criticism at the low pay — about 
cne-seventh of the federal 
minimum wage of $1.60 an hour 
and less than one-third of what 
the young men would receive if 
they were drafted as raw Army 
recruits. 


Stearns hopes the corps can 


increase pay to the minimum 
wage sometime in the future to 
attract young men who aren't 
CO's but simply can't find other 
jobs. 


Stearns says "the compelling 


thing behind the program was 
our need for an alternate source 


of manpower besides inmates to 
fight fires. The corpsmen have 
been a big help with the fires we 
had this summer." 


The corpsmen live at four 


remote ecology centers which 
used to be honor conservation 
camp where state 
prison 


"trusties" worked. 


The state closed several of the 


corrections camps as more 
emphasis 
was 
put 
on 


rehabilitating convicts with 
parole programs in their home 
communities. Stearns said that 
change reduced the number of 
inmates to help fight fires from 
2,600 to 2,000. 


Of the 113 young men who 


joined up July 1, Stearns said six 
left for disciplinary reasons and 
four for personal ones. 


"One fellow, just 
couldn't 


support his wife and child on $40 
a month," he said.

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Time For Re-Evaluating 


Attorney General Evelle J. Younger said yesterday that in his 


opinion the time has come for a re-evaluation of our correctional 
policy, though he slipped in a boast that the California system is 
probably the best in the nation. On whether it's the best in the 
nation, there is no material at hand to make any meaningful 
comment But about the fact that our correctional policy needs re- 
evaluating there seems little doubt. 


That doesn't mean, however, that the attorney general's line of 


reasoning on the course we should take as a result of that 
evaluation is so obvious that no one will argue with him He points 
out, for instance, that it's quite generally agreed that prisons 
should be smaller, better designed, and located in metropolitan 
areas to facilitate contacts with inmates' families and the services 
of psychiatrists, ministers, and other volunteers. Also, he points 
out, there is need for better trained correctional officers. Build 
new, modern institutions and spend more money on staff and we'll 
have better prisons, he agrees. But, he comments, the same for- 
mula applies to schools and hospitals and all other public in- 
stitutions competing for the tax dollar. And from that he arrives at 
the conclusion that legislators, correctly interpreting the will of the 
people, are not likely to place the needs of our prison system above 
the needs of school children and the elderly and disabled. 


That sounds simple and unassailable. But since neither our 


schools nor our hospitals are ever as up-to-the-minute as we would 
like to have them, if we always put what is needed there ahead of 
the correctional system, there will be no improvement of the 
correctional system. The plain fact is that we will always have to 
think of the schools, and hospitals, and prisons. We will have to do 
the best we can about all of them. Possibly, that's what the attorney 
general meant, though it wasn't clear from what he said 


He did make clear, though, what he considers the purposes of 


prisons — to protect society, to punish, to rehabilitate. There is no 
doubt that the secondary purpose — to punish — is achieved. There 
is some doubt about how important a place it should have in the 
correctional program, or whether it should have any place at all. 
Probably no one will argue that the principal purpose of prisons 
and a correctional system is to protect society, and few will argue 
against a concerted effort at rehabilitation. Whether we are going 
about those aims in the best way is another matter. That is why, in 
the light of increasing crime, it is apparent that our correctional 
system needs re-evaluating

They reportedly have objected 


that his visit will discredit China 
with the world revolutionary 
movement.

Washington as the arch-enemy. 
The appearance of Nixon in 
Peking, argue the Chinese 
militants, will disillusion these 
revolutionaries and weaken 
Chinese influence upon the 
movement. 


Many radicals, apparently, 


regard the Nixon visit as a 
sellout of North Vietnam Hanoi 
is known to have protested to 
Peking.

year hitches to satisfy Selective 
Service requirements that they 
perform “appropriate civilian 
work” in lieu of military duty. 
Corpsmen help fight forest 
fires and take part in flood and 
search-and-rescue efforts. When 
they’re 
not 
handling 
em ergencies, they work on 
hand-labor projects such 
as 
building picnic tables, seeding 
redwood campgrounds and 
improving winter deer range. 
Stearns says the conduct of 
corpsmen, who live at four 
isolated ecology centers, has 
been admirable. A few have 
balked at the rule banning long 
hair — a provision he calls 
“ strictly a m atter of fire 
safety.” 
Corps volunteers receive free 
room and board, are paid $40 a 
month for a 40-hour work week 


and get the same holidays and 
vacations as regular state 
employes. 
They 
get 
some 
overtime pay working on the fire 
lines, Stearns says. 
Stearns envisions an eventual 
enrollment in the state-operated 
program of 600 corpsmen. He 
also hopes the Ecology Corps 
will become a “carbon copy” of 
President 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt’s 
Civilian 
Con­ 
servation 
Corps 
which 
developed much of the national 
park system. 
“This would offer much hope 
for the future of our park system 
since we could spend propor­ 
tionally more time on our long- 
range improvement projects 
and less on em ergencies,’’ 
Stearns said. 
The program has encountered 
some public concern that the 
young men are living like 


convicts and that the corps is 
just an alternate method of 
being 
“ conscripted’’ 
into 
government service. 
But Stearns says he’s received 
inquiries from 20 states in­ 
terested in starting their own 
corps. 
There also has been some 
criticism at the low pay — about 
cne-seventh of the federal 
minimum wage of $1.60 an hour 
and less than one-third of what 
the young men would receive if 
they were drafted as raw Army 
recruits. 
Stearns hopes the corps can 
increase pay to the minimum 
wage sometime in the future to 
attract young men who aren’t 
CO’s but simply can’t find other 
jobs. 
Stearns says “the compelling 
thing behind the program was 
our need for an alternate source 


of manpower besides inmates to 
fight fires. The corpsmen have 
been a big help with the fires we 
had this summer.” 
The corpsmen live at four 
remote ecology centers which 
used to be honor conservation 
camp 
w here 
state 
prison 
“trusties” worked. 
The state closed several of the 
corrections cam ps as m ore 
em phasis 
was 
put 
on 
rehabilitating convicts with 
parole programs in their home 
communities. Stearns said that 
change reduced the number of 
inmates to help fight fires from 
2,600 to 2,000. 
Of the 113 young men who 
joined up July 1, Stearns said six 
left for disciplinary reasons and 
four for personal ones. 
“One fellow, 
just 
couldn’t 
support his wife and child on $40 
a month,” he said.

Chance For First-Hand Info 


Time For Re-Evaluating 


Attorney General Evelle J. Younger said yesterday that in his 
opinion the time has come for a re-evaluation of our correctional 
policy, though he slipped in a boast that the California system is 
probably the best in the nation. On whether it’s the best in the 
nation, there is no m aterial at hand to m ake any meaningful 
comment. But about the fact that our correctional policy needs re­ 
evaluating there seems little doubt. 


That doesn’t mean, however, that the attorney general’s line of 
reasoning on the course we should take as a result of that 
evaluation is so obvious that no one will argue with him. He points 
out, for instance, that it’s quite generally agreed that prisons 
should be smaller, better designed, and located in metropolitan 
areas to facilitate contacts with inm ates’ families and the services 
of psychiatrists, ministers, and other volunteers. Also, he points 
out, there is need for better trained correctional officers. Build 
new, modern institutions and spend more money on staff and we’ll 
have better prisons, he agrees. But, he comments, the same for­ 
m ula applies to schools and hospitals and all other public in­ 
stitutions competing for the tax dollar. And from that he arrives at 
the conclusion that legislators, correctly interpreting the will of the 
people, are not likely to place the needs of our prison system above 
the needs of school children and the elderly and disabled. 


That sounds simple and unassailable. But since neither our 
schools nor our hospitals are ever as up-to-the-minute as we would 
like to have them, if we always put what is needed there ahead of 
the correctional system, there will be no improvement of the 
correctional system. The plain fact is that we will always have to 
think of the schools, and hospitals, and prisons. We will have to do 
the best we can about all of them. Possibly, that’s what the attorney 
general meant, though it wasn’t clear from what he said. 


He did make clear, though, what he considers the purposes of 
prisons — to protect society, to punish, to rehabilitate. There is no 
doubt that the secondary purpose — to punish — is achieved. There 
is some doubt about how im portant a place it should have in the 
correctional program, or whether it should have any place at all. 
Probably no one will argue that the principal purpose of prisons 
and a correctional system is to protect society, and few will argue 
against a concerted effort at rehabilitation. Whether we are going 
about those aim s in the best way is another m atter. That is why, in 
the light of increasing crime, it is apparent that our correctional 
system needs re-evaluating.

Economic Factor In Irish Fighting

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — Commerce Minister 
Roy Bradford believes that the 
swift

Republican Army in Northern 
Ireland 
is 
becoming 
an 
economic imperative as well as 
a political one. 
Bradford has warned feuding 
Roman 
Catholics 
and 
Protestants in this province: 
“We could face bankruptcy in a 
m atter of weeks.” 
While other members of the 
government believe Bradford 
was 
exaggerating, 
they 
are 
worried by the decline in foreign 
investment in Northern Ireland 
and the damage to business in 
central Belfast because of the 
IRA’s terror campaign. 
Tourist 
revenue 
has 
been 


waning since the trouble erupted 
in 1968. 
Economic chaos destroying 
the 
foundations 
of 
U lster’s 
Protestant-based government is 
one of the objectives of the IRA. 
which is pledged to reuniting 
Northern Ireland and the Irish 
Republic to the South by bomb 
and bullet. 
Government officials put the 
bill 
of 
Northern 
Ireland’s 
economic havoc at $60 million up 
to the end of last year from 
August 1969. And the 1971 crop of 
bombings and dislocation could 
add at least another $36 million 
to that figure. 
Northern Ireland is a province 
which has traditionally borne 
chronic unemployment. 
Because of Britain’s economic 
stagnation and the IRA’s policy 
of 
economic 
disruption, 


unemployment 
is 
already 
widespread, and the statistics 
are going from bad to worse. 
Nowhere is the effectiveness 
of the terrorist campaign more 
evident than in the center of 
Belfast. Big department stores 
— the equal of plush shops 
across Europe — are doing up to 
40 per cent less business and are 
laying off employes. 
The government now fears a 
wave of bankruptcies affecting 
even the prestige Belfast stores.

Commerce 
Ministry 
spokesman said: “Before all the 
trouble blew up, we could reckon 
that half of the province’s new 
jobs created annually

from

established industries and the 
other half from new sources. 
Now the ratio is up to 80-20 
because of a slowdown in new 


outside investment.”

fants and noted that “ pressured 
parents” may not have time to 
play with their offspring and 
welcom e these 
substitutes. 
“Turning children over to the 
television set has paved the 
way,” he said. 
Referring to the harm that 
might result, Feinbloom said the 
new crib systems are almost an 
invitation to parents to turn 
infants over to “a machine 
wired for sound and light” and

to discuss undefeated seasons on the eve of his game with Willows 
a team that has been honking up a storm of late itself. 


We sat down over some coffee the other day in the Faculty 


Room at the school, and it was the temperament of the man thai 
most impresses you. His 20-odd years of experience behind him 
obviously helped, but as football coaches go, he is a master of press 
relations. 


There's one question I had to ask: "How about that single wing 


you use?" 


Here's a query he's had from 17 different ignorant reporters in 


a like number of years he has been at Corning. He didn't even 
wince! 


I've always believed that it's the football players, not the 


formations, that make a good football team," he said. Beautiful. 


He was also lush in his praise for this year's team." They're not 


much on rah-rah stuff, he said, they go about their job in a business- 
like manner." 


"It scares me sometimes," admitted McFadden. 
McFadden's assistant, Bob Buffum, is proudest of the grey 


matter on the club. "This is the smartest bunch we've every had." 


McFadden's team has been averaging 30-plus points a game, 


yet giving up only the equivalent of a touchdown a game. The 
defense is a part of the Cardinal game that's been overlooked. 


Defensive ends — Bill Babb and Dave Rodgers — were lauded 


by the mentor, who also had good words to say about nose guard 
Bruce Brown and all-league returner Pete McFadden, who also 
plays a "no publicity" role as well on the offense as a blocking 
back — the man who opens the holes for the runners. 


And how about the defensive backfield of Dave Lucero, Bill 


Guidera and Tim Linnet? They've allowed an average of only 47 
yards per game through the airways and the opposition has yet to 
score on a pass. That's some record. 


If the Cards can squeak by tonight and then dispose of Del Oro 


and Gridley in home games, it will make.only the second unbeaten, 
untied team in the school's history. 


The other perfect year came in 1958 when Chuck Ellis tallied 25 


touchdowns, many of them behind blocking back Freddy Hine and 
guard Gary Strack. 


When McFadden came to Corning in 1955, the Cardinals had 


never won a championship. That first year, the Cardinals went 8-1 
and tied Orland for the crown. Corning has been winning nearly 
every year since. 


As a matter of fact, McFadden now hasn't had a losing team in 


eight seasons after experiencing a short drought in the early 1960s. 


The fair-haired coach went to school at San Mateo Junior 


College, Oregon State, USC, back to Oregon State and Oregon, with 
service in World War II mixed in between. 


He was quite a football player himself, and was respected as a 


boxer as well, competing as a middleweight. Wartime travel 
restrictions kept the boxing clubs at home, but Tag decisioned a 
teammate who later ended up as the conference champ. 


Joining the war effort, McFadden was a shipboard officer and

The team many still remember was the 1968 unit, which was 


bidding to become the second unbeaten club in the school's history. 
Many will remember that year as the season both Corning and 
Paradise went into the final game of the year unbeaten. Paradise 
pulled it out on their icy field, 19-18. 


"I never was crushed by that loss," said McFadden, "because 


we played as well as I'd hoped. It was just a matter of a good big 
team beating a good little team," he recalls.

Tag And His 
Faculty Room 


Nebraska Plays Colorado 
In Featured College Test

Tag M cFadden and his high-flying C ardinals a re 6-0 on the 
season, but the Corning High School football coach w asn’t about 
to discuss undefeated seasons on the eve of his gam e w ith Willows 
a team that has been honking up a storm of late itself. 
We sat down over som e coffee the other day in the Faculty 
Room at the school, and it w as the tem p eram en t of the m an that 
most im presses you. His 20-odd years of experience behind him 
obviously helped, but as football coaches go, he is a m aster of press 
relations. 
T here’s one question I had to ask: “ How about that single wing 
you use?” 
H ere's a query he’s had from 17 different ignorant reporters in 
a like num ber of years he has been a t Corning. He didn’t even 
wince! 


I’ve always believed that it’s the football players, not the 
formations, that make a good football team ,” he said. Beautiful. 
He was also lush in his praise for this year’s team.” They’re not 
much on rah-rah stuff, he said, they go about their job in a business­ 
like manner.” 
“ It scares m e som etim es,” adm itted M cFadden. 
M cFadden’s assistant, Bob Buffum, is proudest of the grey 
m atter on the club. “ This is the sm a rtest bunch we’ve every had.” 
M cFadden’s team has been averaging 30-plus points a gam e, 
yet giving up only the equivalent of a touchdown a gam e. The 
defense is a part of the Cardinal gam e th a t’s been overlooked. 
Defensive ends — Bill Babb and D ave Rodgers — w ere lauded 
by the m entor, who also had good words to say about nose guard 
Bruce Brown and all-league retu rn er P ete M cFadden, who also 
{days a “ no publiclity” role as well on the offense as a blocking 
back — the m an who opens the holes for the runners. 


And how about the defensive backfield of Dave Lucero, Bill 
Guidera and Tim Linnet? They’ve allowed an average of only 47 
yards per game through the airways and the opposition has yet to 
score on a pass. That’s some record. 
If the Cards can squeak by tonight and then dispose of Del Oro 
and Gridley in home gam es, it will m ake.only the second unbeaten, 
untied team in the school’s history. 
The other perfect y ear cam e in 1958 w hen Chuck Ellis tallied 25 
touchdowns, m any of them behind blocking back F reddy Hine and 
guard Gary Strack. 
When M cFadden cam e to Corning in 1955, the C ardinals had 
never won a cham pionship. That first year, the C ardinals went 8-1 
and tied O rland for the crown. Corning has been winning nearly 
every year since. 
As a m atter of fact, M cFadden now hasn ’t had a losing team in 
eight seasons after experiencing a short drought in the early 1960s. 
The fair-haired coach went to school a t San M ateo Junior 
College, Oregon State, USC, back to Oregon State and Oregon, with 
service in World W ar II m ixed in between. 


He was quite a football player himself, and was respected as a 
boxer as well, competing as a middleweight. Wartime travel 
restrictions kept the boxing clubs at home, but Tag decisioned a 
teammate who later ended up as the conference champ. 
Joining the w ar effort, M cFadden w as a shipboard officer and 
belonged to a special naval unit called the Scouts and R aiders, a 
group who w ent through intelligence and w ater training with the 
purpose of observing the enem y a t close hand. Which he did near 
Okinawa. 
“ The object w as to never get caught and I’m glad to report I 
succeeded,” said M cFadden with a sm ile. 
A fter getting his m asters from Oregon, M cFadden began his 
coaching c a reer a t Prineville, Ore., w here he m et his wife-to-be. He 
m oved on to Ilw aco, Wash., for a six-year stay, three as a head 
coach and had only one loss and one tie m arring his six years there. 
He just m issed bids to coach at K lam ath Falls and Milton- 
F reew ater, hearing of the Corning opening through the U niversity 
of Oregon placem ent bureau. He’s been there every since. 


The team many still remember was the 1968 unit, which was 
bidding to become the second unbeaten club in the school's history. 
Many will remember that year as the season both Corning and 
Paradise went into the final game of the year unbeaten. Paradise 
pulled it out on their icy field, 19-18. 
“ I never w as crushed by that loss,” said M cFadden, “ because 
we played as well as I’d hoped. It w as ju st a m atter of a good big 
team beating a good little team ,” he recalls. 
If M cFadden has any trouble staying loose during the pressure­ 
laden season, he needs only to com e to the Faculty Room. It’s a 
com ic’s gallery, led by Mr. D eadpan at the head of the table — Bob 
Buffum. 


The dialogue w ent som ething like this the other d ay : 
BU FFU M : “ F ive players are doubtful, including a possible 
head concussion to our sta r tailback.” A fter a moment of silence, 
finally one of the young coaches takes the bait. 
YOUNG COACH: "H ead concussion. How did he do th at?” 
B U FFU M : “ P laying tennis,” com es the reply. “ Got it right 
h ere,” pointing betw een the eyes. 


YOUNG COACH: “ T hat’s the w orse thing I’ve ever heard. A 
kid is playing tennis and the ball hits him between the eyes and he 
m ight have a head concussion?” 
BU FFU M : “ Y eah, m aybe we ought to have him w ear a foot­ 
ball helm et during tennis.” — Laughter. 
“ Yeah, a helm et with a face g u ard ,” says the counselor and 
form er baseball coach Don Lewis, “ th at should do the trick.” 
The bell rings. E xit laughing troups. 
Oh, the joys of a school with a winning football team .

Stearns says the conduct of 


corpsmen, who live at 
four 


isolated ecology centers, has 
been admirable. A few have 
balked at the rule banning long 
hair — a provision he calls 
"strictly a matter of fire 
safety." 


Corps volunteers receive free 


room and board, are paid $40 a 
month for a 40-hour work week 


and get the same holidays and 
vacations as regular state 
employes. 
They get some 


overtime pay working on the fire 
lines, Stearns says. 


Stearns envisions an eventual 


enrollment in the state-operated 
program of 600 corpsmen. He 
also hopes the Ecology Corps 
will become a "carbon copy" of 
President 
Franklin 
D. 


Roosevelt's 
Civilian Con- 


servation 
Corps 
which 


developed much of the national 
park system. 


"This would offer much hope 


for the future of our park system 
since we could spend propor- 
tionally more time on our long- 
range improvement projects 
and less on emergencies," 
Stearns said. 


The program has encountered 


some public concern that the 
young men are living 
like 


convicts and that the corps is 
just an alternate method of 
being 
"conscripted" 
into 


government service 


But Stearns says he's received 


inquiries from 20 states in- 
terested in starting their own 
corps. 


There also has been some 


criticism at the low pay — about 
one-seventh of the 
federal 


minimum wage of $1 60 an hour 
and less than one-third of what 
the young men would receive if 
they were drafted as raw Army 
recruits. 


Stearns hopes the corps can 


increase pay to the minimum 
wage sometime in the future to 
attract young men who aren't 
CO's but simply can't find other 
jobs. 


Stearns says "the compelling 


thing behind the program was 
our need for an alternate source 


of manpower besides inmates to 
fight fires. The corpsmen have 
been a big help with the fires we 
had this summer." 


The corpsmen live at four 


remote ecology centers which 
used to be honor conservation 
camp 
where state 
prison 


"trusties" worked. 


The state closed several of the 


corrections camps as more 
emphasis 
was 
put 
on 


rehabilitating convicts with 
parole programs in their home 
communities. Stearns said that 
change reduced the number of 
inmates to help fight fires from 
2,600 to 2,000. 


Of the 113 young men who 


joined up July 1, Stearns said six 
left for disciplinary reasons and 
four for personal ones. 


"One fellow, just 
couldn't 


support his wife and child on $40 
a month," he said.
